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BASIC EDUCATION AND ITS PROGRESS*

I WOULD like to say a word here about 

the choice of the venue of the Conference. 
The Punjab Government had kindly offered 
their hospitality in the capital city, Chandi- 
garh ; but we chose Rajpurà because we feel 
that one of the most valuable experiments 
in the history of Nai’ Talim has been carried 
out in the two new townships of Faridabad 
and Rajpura. In 1949 the Hindustani Talimi 
Sangh, at the request of the Government of 
India, undertook the responsibility of 
organising the educational programme in the 
two camps for displaced persons at Farida- 
bad and Rajpura. This well planned town- 
ship we see before us today was then a 
collection of tents, and classes had to be held 
under trees or flimsy canvas shelters often 
blown away by dust storms and heavy rains. 
In these two camps displaced teachers 


worked in the most difficult social and ' 


material conditions. It was thanks to their 
co-operation that in spite of great handi- 
caps the Sangh was able to develop a pro- 
gramme of Nai Talim for the rehabilitation 
of an uprooted and displaced community. I 
am happy therefore on this Occasion to pay 
my tribute to the heroic teachers and 
workers of. Rajpura and Faridabad who 
have.co-operated with the Sangh in one 
of its most valuable educational projects. 
This is the 13th Conference, but the begin- 
ning of the 22nd year of work in the history 
of Nai Talim, The first basic training school 
was opened by Gandhiji himself at Wardha 
~ exactly 21 years ago in April 1938. Vinobaji 
was one of the first teachers who explained

the theory and practice of Nei Talim at 
this institute and demonstrated the method 
at the attached practising school. After 21 
years of work the time has come to take 
stock of our past work, to assess the 
present position of Nai Talim in the country 
and plan our future programme. An All- 
India Conference where both Government 
and non-Government agencies are repre- 
sented offers the best opportunity for this 
assessment and planning. When we started 
work twenty-one years ago, we received 
two specific instructions from Gandhiji His 
first instruction was that we should try to 
work out within the resources of an average 
Indian village a complete programme of 
national education from the pre-basic to the 
university stage. Sevagram, which was a 
typical Indian village in every respect, was 
the field of experiment. His second instruc- 
tion was given in the form of a definition 
in 1944, soon after the Bengal famine, when 
the question of food was the most pressing 
problem before the nation. “True educa- 
tion is that", he said, “which tries to answer 
the greatest need of the nation. Today, our 
nation is hungry, and the greatest work of 
Nai Talim is to produce more food.” We 
shall try to assess the work of Nai Talim 
during the past twenty-one years in the 
light of these two directives, 

We shall begin with the assessment of the 
work at Sevagram. The resources at the 
disposal of the workers at Sevagram have 
always been limited, but their strength had 
been in their faith in Nai Talim. They have ' 
tried with the limited resources at their dis- 
posal to work out, on a very modest scale, 
a complete programme of national education, 
in its four stages, pre-basic, basic, post-

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; basic and the Rural University. They have 
Iso trained and sent out to all States of 
dia over 1,500 workers. The total ex- 
enses for this educational programme have

+” The workers of Sevagram are keenly 


conscious of the shortcomings in their work. 
We are.at the initial stage of this great 
revolution. A great deal of research work 
and experimentation yet remains to be done 
in the field of content and methodology of 
Nai Talim, A scientific method of assess- 
ment has to be developed to replace the 
existing system of examination. The litera- 
ture of Nai Talim and its educational equip- 
ment are yet in their. preliminary stage and 
have to be evolved. 

Yet the Sangh would like to state at this 
Conference, that it has worked out a com- 
plete picture of national education—an 
education which would not only foster an 
all-round development of personality, but 
would also train the right type of citizens 
for democracy, and lay the foundation of a 
classless society based on co-operative pro- 
ductive work. . 

The Sangh also believes that, if the 
workers and administrators-of Basic Educa- 
tion have the necessary vision, purpose and 
faith, if they can win the confidence and 
co-operation of the local population, it is 
possible to work out this complete pro- 
gramme of national education in the poorest 
and most backward village of India and also 
in the most wealthy and advanced com- 
munity. It has been our experience that 
wherever the work of Nai Talim has not 
been carried out successfully, the main 
reason has been lack of faith on the part of 
the administrators, lack of conviction that 
Basic Education is the programme of national 
education ,and consequent lack of. determi- 

nation that it should speedily replace the 
existing system.. 

Now let us see how far Nai Talim has 
succeeded in its second objective, that of 
trying to answer the most urgent needs of 
the nation. The last twenty-one years have 
been the most revolutionary years not only 
in the history of our nation, but perhaps 
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in the history of the world. We passed 
through the two most important phases in 
the movement for {national freedom, and 
through the Second World War. During the 
War years, Bengal experienced, the terrible 
famine of 1943, which left hundreds of 
orphans in its wake. Independence came 
but brought with it the partition of India 
with its tragic consequences, and the country 
was faced with the problems of the rehabili- 
tation of millions of our displaced brothers 
and sisters. After independence, pro- 
grammes of national development were 
initiated and completed according to the first 
Five-Year Plan, and a Second Plan of 
national development is now being imple- 
mented. In the meanwhile, Vinoba started 
on his Bhoodan tour to carry forward the 
work of national reconstruction initiated by 
Gandhiji. ‘The Bhoodan movement developed 
into Gramdan, and is working towards the 
building up of co-operative village communi- 
ties. Nai Talim workers have played a part 
in these great social, economic and political 
movements in our national life. 

During the days of the struggle foi 
national independence, many basic schools 
were closed and most of the non-Government 
workers of Nai Talim were in jail. During 
the Bengal famine, .the few Nai Talim 
workers who were at liberty organised 
children's homes and trained workers to run 
these homes and bring up the children by the 
methods of Nai Talim. After independence, 
the most urgent problem before the nation 
was that of rehabilitation, and by co-operat- 
ing in this work the workers of Nai Talim 
acquired new strength and learnt through 
actual experience, the function of education 
in the total rehabilitation of an uprooted 
community. : : 

Since the beginning of the Bhoodan move- 
ment, the workers of Nai Talim have re- 
cognised that this is essentially a programme 
of national education and have fully shared 
in this movement. Bhoodan and Gramdan 
work have been developed as 66008/0821 
programmes in basic and post-basic schools 
and teacher training institutions. The work 
of Nai Talim has entered a new phase with 
ihe development of the Gramdan movement. 
It will find its true place in the programme 
of national development, where it becomes 
integrated in the development of co-operative 
village communities ; for education becomes 
lifeless and mechanical, when it is divorced 
from the main stream of national life. 1 
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must ever renew itself, gain new strength 
and inspiration by close and intimate contact 
with the life of the people. 

The Hindustani Talimi Sangh feels therc- 
fore that the workers of Nai Talim have 
tried their best to fulfil the demand implicit 
in Gandhiji's definition that “an educational 
system fulfils its true function only when 
it tries to answer the fundamental needs of 
the people". They have tried, small as their 
number has been, to make their humble 
contribution io all the revolutionary and 
nation-building activities during the past 
twenty-one years. 

When we come, however, to an assessment 
of the present position of Nai Talim in the 
country we have to admit that we are still 
far from the goal which was placed before 
the nation 21 years ago. It is true that both 
the Central and State Governments have 
officially declared Basic Education to be 
their pattern of. primary education but we 
must ask themselves whether Basic Education 
as it functions today fulfils the objectives 
of a national system as Gandhiji understood 
it. 

According to his statement at the Wardha 
Conference in 1937, reiterated in thé Hari- 
pura Conference in 1938, the first objective 
of Nai Talim is that ‘free and compulsory 
education be provided for all the boys and 
girls of India between the ages of 7 and 14. 
Yet after 10 years of freedom we are still 
far from this primary objective. -As citi- 
zens of India and as educational workers 
let us face this fact and ask ourselves why 
have we made so little progress in this direc- 
tion? While other nations of the world are 
extending the period of minimum national 
education by raising the school leaving age 
from 14 to 15 and sometimes even to 18, 
we seem 10 be going backwards in our 
national education. Can we hope to build 
up a free democracy in the present-day 
world when this meagre education is con- 
sidered adequate for the majority of our 
nation's children and future citizens ? 

The second objective of basic education is 
that it would work towards the building up 
of a classless society. In Gandhiji’s words: 
“My plan to impart primary education 
through the medium of village handicrafts 
like spinning and carding, etc., is thus con- 


-ceived as the spearhead of a silent social 


revolution fraught with the most far-reach- 
ing consequences. It will provide a healthy 
and moral basis of relationship betwcen 


the city and the village and thus go a long 
way towards eradicating some of the worst 
evils of the present social insecurity and 
poisoned relationship between the classes; 
It will check the progressive decay of our 
villages, and lay the foundation of a juster 
social order in which there is no unnatural 
division between the ‘haves’ and ‘have-nots’ 
and everybody is assured of a living wage 
and the right to freedom.” When we ask 
ourselves how far we have progressed 
through Basic Education towards “the juster 
social order”, we must admit that not only 
are we far from it but we seem to be moving 
in the opposite direction. A class system is 
becoming more and more strongly entrenched 
in the educational arrangements in the coun- 
try, and Basic Education is gradually tending 
to become fixed in the minds of the Indian 
people and the Education Department as the 
education for the poorest and lowest classes, 

The position of Basic Education was 
clearly stated by Dr. Shrimali, the Educa- 
tion Minister of the Government of India, 
while inaugurating the Conference on Post- 
Basic Education at Sevagram in 1956, 
“Two systems of education are functioning 
today side by side in the field of national 
education—one for the masses and the other 
for the middle and upper classes, The 
main objective of Basic Education is the 
removal of the division between class and 
mass education. Yet, under these circum- 
stances, the result has been just the opposite 
and the introduction of Basic Education has 
accentuated this division. At the present 
time, we have three different types of schools 
in the country—basic schools, high schools 
and public schools. These three types re- 
present the three main social classes in 


India today." This is a clear picture of the . 


position of Basic Education in the country 
today. ! 

As a result of this unfortunate division in 
the educational system in the country, basic 
schools have come 10 be looked upon with 
suspicion by the common people as part of 
a deliberate attempt by the privileged 
classes to maintain .their own position. 
When the movement began, basic schools 
were first established in villages in back- 
ward areas where no schools had ever existed 
before, from a genuine molive of service 
and love ; but gradually as the basic schools 
received official recognition and were de- 
graded to their present position in the 
-hierarchy of the educational system, the 
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villagers began to feel that their own 
village basic school represented in inferior 
type of education. All villagers who could 
afford it, and the teachers of the basic 
schools themselves, tried to send their 
children to city schools of the old type in 
order to give them “better” educational 
facilities. Similarly, after independence, 
both social workers and Government officials 
felt that Basic Education was better fitted 
than the existing system for the children 
of the adivasis and the tribal areas. This 
feeling was based on a genuine desire that 
the faults of the old system should not be 
imposed on these children of nature just 
emerging into national life. But the tribal 
people have resented this proposal as an 
attempt to keep. them in their inferior 
position and have demanded the same 
~facilities as the city people. Not only have 
basic schools been degraded to the lowest 
position in the educational system, they have 
also been denied parity of status with other 
types of schools. All doors to institutions 
of higher education at the secondary or 
University level, and to technical and pro- 
fessional education, are closed to students 
of basic and post-basic schools. The ques- 
tion of the recognition of: Post-Basic 
Education as an alternative form of 
Secondary Education has been before the 
State Governments for a number of years, 
and no decisions as yet have been taken. 
It is no wonder, therefore, that the confidence 
of the general public in Basic Education has 
been undermined ; parents have very good 
reasons to fear that if they send their 
children 10 basic schools, they are depriving 
them of opportunities of further education. 
Under these circumstances, they will send 
them to basic schools only if they cannot 
afford to do otherwise. 

The programme of Basic Education has not 
only been degraded in prestige in national 
life, it has also been reduced in its scope. 
The originator had conceived it as & pro- 
gramme of integrated education for seven 
years. This has gradually been reduced in 
many States to a course of four to five 
years only. This has meant wastage `in 
money, energy and educational effort, and 
has failed to achieve any results. The 
Second Five-Year Plan has also recom- 
mended a basic course of five years only. 
If the leaders of the nation are convinced 
that our national resources will, for years 
1o come, permit education of five years only 


for the nation's children, I would like to 
urge here that this period may be from 9-14 
rather than 6-11. This is a sincere attempt 
at the appraisal of the present position of 
Basic Education in the country. - There are 
brighter aspects to this rather gloomy 
picture, The Bihar Government has carried 
out during the last twenty years a conti-. 
nuously growing programme of eighth-grade 
basic schools and post-basic schools. The 
general standard of Basic Education in the 
Madras State both under Government and 
non-Government agencies is fairly high. 
There are many basic and post-basic schools 
both under Government and non-Govern- 
ment agencies, doing excellent work and 
enjoying the confidence of the people. Yet, 
with all these bright exceptions, we must 
admit that the description given above may 
be accepted as an over-all picture. 

Yet the workers of Nai Talim cannot 
accept the present state of affairs as inevit- 
‘able. Gandhiji said: “There is no such 
word as frustration in the dictionary of 
Satyagraha.... If we do not appear to have 
succeeded the cause lies in ourselves...... 
Frustration is born of our weakness and 
loss of faith." 'Those of us who have faith 
in Nai Talim and have accepted it as our 
life-work, must put our thoughts and ener- 
gies together and try to understand the 
reasons for the failure in the implementa- 
tion of this programme—the reasons for the 
lack of confidence of the general public and 
the difficulties experienced by teachers, 
supervisors and administrators in the work- 
ing of basic schools. = 

I shall try to name the probable reasons 
for this unsatisfactory state of affair on the 
basic of my experience of the last twenty- 
one years, 

One of the main hindrances, I believe, to 
the implementation: of the objectives of Nai 
Talim, has been the failure to recognise that 
the acceptance of the social philosophy which 
underlies Basic Education, forms a necessary 
prerequisite to its successful working. We 
forget that Nai Talim was not placed before 
the nation merely as ೩ programme of 
educational reform, but as an integral part 
of the programme of national reconstruction 
which  Gandhiji envisaged. The social, 
economic and moral basis of this programme 
has been elaborated by Gandhiji himself and 
need not be repeated here. But one princi- 


ple must be emphasised, as it appears to. 


have been overlooked in the programme of 
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National Education, both in the first and 
Second Five-Year Plans, The fundamental 
principle of Gandhiji's life was equal res- 
pect and love for all men. The principle. 
of equal educational opportunities for all 
children, followed as a natural corollary to 
this principle and formed the first funda- 
mental aspect in his programme of Nai 
Talim. Programmes of National Education 
today are however based on the provision 
of different educational opportunities for 
different economic groups. As long'as this 
differentiation persists, Basic Education is 
bound to fail. j 

A State which does not accept the princi- 
ples of social and economic equality for its 
people and equality of educational opportuni- 
ties for its children cannot carry out a pro- 
gramme of Nai Talim. The attempt will 
result, as today, in a parody of the true 
Basic Education—expensive, inefficient work 
carricd out by teachers and administrators 
without faith or conviction as an inferior 
type of primary education for the benefit 
of the lower social and economic groups. 

The second basic principle of Nai Talim, 
(1181 of education through productive work, 
has also not been carried out in practice 
with success, and has proved a headache to 
administrators, because as a nation we do 
not have faith in the moral, social and 
cultural values of productive work for the 
development of individuals and societies. 
This lack of faith results in the familiar 
travesty of Basic Education—stocks of bad 
yarn spun by the children in basic schools, 
slowly gathering dust in the store-rooms 
while children roam about in rags; hungry 
children, suffering from malnutrition, while 
we plan “grow more food campaigns”. It 
is still believed, in respectable educational 
and administrative circles, that education 
loses caste if it comes in contact with pro- 
ductive manual work. It is no wonder. 
therefore, that in a caste-ridden country 
like ours, parents should be afraid of the 
contamination of their children by Schools 
which have manual work on their pro- 
gramme. 


We have already spoken in detail about 
the reasons for the lack of confidence of the 
people in Nai Talim. What then are the 
practical steps to be taken so that true Basic 
Education may grow and develop in our 
country ? The first step, I feel, should be 
the acceptance by our people of the funda- 
mental principle of equal opportunities for 

a 


all children. To achieve this objective, 
Nai Talim workers must be prepared to go 
out to the people, and carry the message 


of social and economic justice to every home ' 


in every village and town of our country. 
This is the work Vinoba has been doing for 
the last eight years through the Bhoodan 
and Gramdan movements. “Food and edu- 
cation for all children of India” is his slogan, 
end this should be the slogan of all workers 
of ‘Nai Talim, The workers must bear it 
mind that if Basic Education is to be saved, 
they must be ready to follow in Vinoba's 
footsteps and prepare the people for this 
the first fundamental principle of Nei Talim. 

I am glad to say that most Nai Talim 
workers have recognised the close correla- 
tion between the Gramdan movement and 
Nai Talim and are working for the building 
up of the new socicty, where Basic Educa- 
tion will be the focus of all constructive 
activities. Only when Basic Education is 
frecd from the class-ridden set-up of edu- 
cation departments and becomes truly “an 
education for the people, of the people, by 
the people” will it grow and find its natural 
place in the life of the nation. 

The second practical step for Nai Talim 
workers should be to educate the people 
towards the recognition of the second funda- 
mental principle of -Nai Talim about the 
function and place of work in the develop- 
ment of individuals And society. The pre~ 
liminary work has been done by Gandhiji 
and is being continued by Vinoba. Yet 
much remains to be done, Manual work has 
not yet been established in its rightful place 
in society. The educated man is still a 
superior being far above the worker. This 
attitude to work permeates all levels of 


society and the worker longs to win a place - 


for his son among the privileged educated 
classes who do not work with their hands, 
Basic Education will be able to achieve its 
objectives only when manual work is given 
its legitimate place in society and there is 
a nation-wide genuine desire to organise 
our national life as a co-operative com- 
munity of productive workers. It is also 
time we workers of Nai Talim reminded 
ourselves of another important considera- 
tion, namely, that Nai Talim is not only a 
philosophy of life but also a Science and an 
Art. To appreciate and accept the basic 
principle of the new education is no doubt 
the first consideration ; but to evolve practi- 


cal programmes and scientific techniques to 
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"put these principles into practice is equally 
important. In this connection we should 
not neglect the attested findings of contem- 
porary educational psychology in class-room 
practice. We have much to learn of mastery 
of essential skills, of scientific techniques of 
individual and'group guidance, of improved 
methods of evaluation and assessment and 
of curricular research. 776 have a vast un- 
explored field of educational research in 
institutions of Nai Talim, and some of these 
should be selected for research work. We 
are glad that the Government of India has 
started a research centre of Basic Education 
at New Delhi, but many more are necessary 
if research work in the field of Nai Talim is 
to be developed adequately. 

Now, we come.to the last and greatest 
question, facing not, only the workers of Nai 
Talim, but all the educational workers of 
the world ; the question of world peace and 
education. The latest developments in science 
have brought the weapons of destruction to 
such perfection that mankind 35 faced with 
the possibility of total annihilation. This 
situation offers a moral challenge to all the 
educational workers of the world, for they 


. must either unite in the cause of peace or. 


perish. Education for Peace is the greatest 
need of this age and it is of supreme import- 
ance that the entire educational programme 
of every nation in the world should be re- 
orientated towards this objective. 

It is the claim of ‘Nai Talim that funda- 
mentally it is an Education for Peace. I 
would like to remind the Conference again 
of Gandhiji’s words in his inaugural address 
at Wardha: “If we want to stop civil and 
international conflict, we must educate our 
children by ‘this method which I have de- 
‘scribed here, and begin on a pure and firm 


: Educationists ' are requested fo send 
: arficles. of ‘interest and school 
reports for, publication to 
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foundation. This whole plan of mine is 
rooted in non-violence. If India should 
decide to abandon violence, this type of edu- 
cation will have an important place in the 
new national way of life.” In his message 
to the Nai Talim Conference at Turki, 
Vinoba reminded the workers, that in a non- 
violent or peaceful society, defence was the 
function of education. "Education and 
defence are generally thought of as two 
different things. But in non-violence edu- 
cation and defence are one and the same, 
and there can be no complete manifestation 
of non-violence if these two are thought of 
separately." . 

Our Prime Minister also in his message 
to the Turki Conference offered a challenge 
to workers of Basic Education, and we should 
accept this challenge in all humility. "India 
has got a reputation for being a strong 
champion of peace and non-violence. That 
reputation is partly deserved but not wholly 
so, because while we talk of peace and non- 
violence we indulge constantly in something 
the very opposite of it in our domestic and 
national life. This conflict within ourselves 
is, I am sure, very harmful. How far Basic 
Education can help in dealing with this prob- 
lem, I do not know. But it has to try to 
the best of its ability.” 


We, the workers of Nai Talim, have this 
great task before us. This means hard work, 
single-minded devotion and a scientific 
approach. No great cause has been achieved 
without great sacrifice and dedication. There 
can be no greater cause than the fullest 
development of every child of the nation 
for the service of the highest welfare of 
humanity as a whole, and no sacrifice there- 
fore should be too great. i 
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I'SHARE MY EXPERIENCES*

I OCCASIONALLY speak to the students 

about general things of importance. 
These general things consist of my experi- 
ences with others—while visiting a student's 
room, travelling in a bus, attending a public 
function, walking on the road, when I was 
a guest in a relative's or friend's house, 
and so forth. ; 

These experiences I share with my students 
either in the class-room (at the end of the 
period, or when I have to take a colleague's 
class when he is on leave, or even while 
doing a. lesson if found appropriate), or 
while addressing the students at some 
important function at school. 

The experiences that I have shared with 
my students so far would themselves fill 
a volume, Only a few of them I would like 
to speak about here. 

Now and again I visit the rooms where 
some students coming from distant villages 
reside. During such visits I inquire about 
their studies and similar aspects of their 
welfare. . 3 

When I visita student's room the student 
will not sit until I sit as a matter of respect 
or courtesy. But during one such visit I 
found a student sitting on a mat. He had 
not opened the door of his room for me 
but it was his classmate who had come to 
. visit him who had opened. I went near the 
sitting student and stood inquiring about 
his studies. He did not ask me to sit down. 
Even while I was leaving his room he did 
not move from his piace. 

Within a few days after this, came the 
time when we had to velebrate the Inde- 
pendence Day in our school. I too 
' addressed the students on this occasion. 
While speaking of ideals of young citizens 
I laid stress on the importance of politeness 
and. courtesy among students. In ‘this 
connection I made an allusion to my visit 
to the student’s room a few days before, 
when he did not move from the place where 
he was sitting as a sign of courtesy even 
while I was leaving his room.‘ 

I could have told the students how even 
when students visit my house I make them 
sit and then accompany them to the door of

my house, sometimes even walk a little 
distance with them before taking leave of 
them. But I did not tell this. Instead I 
cited the example of the Headmaster: 
‘When we visit our Headmaster he accom- 
panies us to his door. By showing this 
courtesy to us (his assistants) the Head- 
master docs not lose his dignity, instead he 
rises in our esteem and commands more 
Tespect. So be courteous to others. Courtesy 
will not cost you anything. Instead you will 
gain by it fellowship” and respect. You 
should remember that courtesy is also a 
sign of culture.’ 

A few days after this a student stood 
up when I concluded a lesson in the Third 
‘Year class and asked me who was that 
student whom I alluded to on the’ Inde- 
pendcnce Day. 

The moment the student asked this 
question a few students turned and smiled 
at the concerned student. It meant that 
these students already knew something 
about this student's conduct. The classmate 
of this student who was in his room the 
other day and had opened the door for me 
might have informed them of it. 

The face of the poor student who was 
being smiled at showed signs of nervous- 
ness now. 

‘I will not tell the name now,’ I said. 
*He may not be the only student who 
behaved.like that. Perhaps many of ‘you 
would have behaved in the same way if I 
had visited all of you before commenting 
on how that student behaved. 

‘Moreover, it may be that the student did 
not. know, before, that he should show 


. courtesy to others when they visit him. So 


he might'have behaved like that; and not 
out of pride.’ 

Before I could say anything further the 
concerned student stood up and said: ‘Yes, 
Sir! I did not know.’

Then I continued: ‘When I commented 
on this incident I did not mean to correct a 


particular student alone but to make others” 


also correct themselves. 

‘These good manners you should learn 
from your parents at home; or at least 
from your teachers at school. If you do 
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not learn these good things now—either at 
home or at school, it is very difficult to learn 
them when you enter other, more responsible, 
stages of life. 

*When your teacher sees in you anything 
wrong, it is his duty to endeavour to correct 
it by pointing it out to you. There is no 
use if he feels and keeps it in his own 

` mind.’ 

When I visited that student's room again 


after a few days he behaved courteously. . 


There was another improvement in him. 
He had now began to greet me smilingly, 
a habit which was not in him before.

Whenever my younger brother or I have 
to buy some important article we usually 
go together to the shop. 

Once we went to a cloth shop and inquired 
of a very fat person, sitting near the cash 
box, seeming to be the proprietor of the 
shop, whether there was some particular 
cloth in his shop. 

The way in which he had a glance at us 
and then turned his face and kept quiet 
without the slightest sign of courtesy on his 
face, killed all the enthusiasm with which 
we had entered this shop and inquired about 
the cloth. 

Then we asked some other person of this 
shop—perhaps, an employee—and came to 
know that the cloth we wanted was not 
there. 

Then we went to another shop. 

When we approached this shop the person 
who seemed to be the proprietor of this 
shop said smilingly with a welcoming face 
and tone: ‘Come in, Sir!’ 7 

We entered the shop smilingly. 

Then he guided us to one of his assistants. 
Even in this shop the cloth we wanted was 


not available. But the courteous assistant 
said: ‘We are having several other varieties 
which we received recently. Kindly see 
them, Sir. 

My brother said: ‘Why, do you take un- 
necessary trouble ? Anyway you don’t have 
the cloth we want.’ 

‘Ig you do not buy now, it does not matter, 
Sir! If you have a glance at them if not 
now at least in future you may like to buy 
them.’ So saying he brought out and placed 
before us several varicties of cloth. 

To our own surprise we were attracted 
by some variety and we bought it instead 
of the one for which we had gone. This 
variety seemed to: us better than the one 
which we had wanted before seeing this. 

We have found out by experience the 
shops where courtesy to customers is shown 
besides charging reasonable prices. It is to 
such shops that we always go whenever we 
have to buy anything. Even among these 
shops we first go to that shop which is the 
best. 

‘So you can understand, I say to the 
students after narrating his experience, 
‘how courtesy is important even in business. 
In the examples that I quoted, both the 
shops do business but the one which is very 
courteous to customers does better business 
than the other which is not’. 

I ask the students who are sons of busi- 
nessmen of this place to remember never 
to have a grave face while dealing with 
their customers but to be always smiling, 
courteous, and patient. I also quote the 
Chinese saying: ‘A man without a smiling 
face must not open a shop’.

Resolved that the President be empowered 
to take further action in the matter. 

6. Appointment of an Auditor for audit- 
ing the accounts of the Federation for the 
year 1958-59. 

Resolved that Sri. T. Krishna Rao, B.Com., 
B.T., Restricted State Auditor, be appointed 
as the Auditor at the same rate of remune- 
ration as was paid to him for the audit of 
the accounts of the previous years. 


7. Holding of the Annual Conference. 


The General Secretary explained that the 
Secretary of the Middle School Teachers’ 
Association, Davangere, had requested for 
details regarding the holding of the Annual 
Conference at Davangere. "But he was 
very doubtful whether it could be arranged 
at  Davangere. The General - Secretary 
suggested Bangalore as the venue of the 
next Conference, while the President sug- 
gested that Mysore could also be thought 
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of. _After.a good deat of discussion -the 
following resolution was 785566. : 

Resolved that (i) The President of the 
Federation, Sri. J. B. Mallaradhya, be 
requested to explore the possibilities of

8. To appoint .a Committee io organise 
District and Taluk Associations as envisaged 
in the New Constitution of the Federation. 

There was a good deal of discussion on 
this. subject and a number of useful sug- 
gestions were offered by the members. 

Resolved that a Committee consisting of : 

l.. President of the Federation, 

2. Vice-President of the Federation, 

3. General Secretary of the Federation 
be constituted and that this Committee be 
empowered to take steps to form District 
and Taluk Associations. It was further re- 
solved that a Member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Federation from a particular 
District be co-opted to this Committee when 
the Association for that District is to be 
organised. 

9. Appointment of a full-time Steno- 
grapher and peon. 

The President explained the volume of 
work that had to be done and it was im- 
possible to carry on without proper assist- 
ance. The Executive Committee in their 
Resolution No. 11 dated 5-7-1955 had sanc- 
tioned ministerial and menial staff costing 
not more than Rs. 200 per month and 
authorised the President to take necessary 
Steps for making the appointment. The 
Executive Committee had also sanctioned a 
sum of Rs. 50 per month towards rent for 
a building for housing the office of the Fede- 
ration (vide Resolution ‘dated 17-9-1958). 
The President further explained that the 
staff for which sanction has already been 
given will be for carrying out the work of 
ihe Federation more efficiently and not for 
his personal use. 

Sri. G. Matamaiah expressed that the 
financial position of the Federation should 


be thought of before committing the Fede- 
ration to such expenditure. The President 
and the members felt that the expenditure 
proposed was inevitable if the work of the 
Federation was to be carried on satis- 
factorily. When the work grows, there 
might: be need for strengthening the staff. 

Since a resolution on this subject had 
been passed already, a further resolution 
on the same subject was thought unnecessary. 

10. Continuance of the affiliation of the 
Federation to the All-India Federation of 
Educational Associations. 

Resolved that the affiliation be continued 
and the annual subscription of Rs. 100 be 
paid. 

11. Subjects sent by members. 

Sri. M. P. L. Sastry, Vice-President, ex- 
plained that the Executive Committee should 
confine itself only with matters of policy 
and subjects of a routine nature should not 
be brought before the Executive Committee. 
These could be placed before a small Work- 
ing Committee. The Working Committee 
will decide which subjects should be brought 
before the Executive Committee. The other 
matters could be disposed of by the Work- 
ing Committee, 'The President agreed with 
Sri. M. P. L. Sastry and expressed that the 
constitution of such a Committee was 
desirable and necessary. This Committee 
should meet at least once a month. 

Resolved that (i) the Working Committec 
consisting of the Office-Bearers of the Fede- 
ration be constituted, (ii) this Working 
Committee should meet at least once a 
month, (iii) a report of the work done by 
this Working Committee be placed before 
the Executive Committee at their quarterly 
meeting. 

In view of the above resolution it was 
resolved that the subjects sent by members 
be referred to the Working Committee.

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. EDUCATIONAL NOTES 


1. Technique of Correlation in Basic 
Education 7 
THE National Institute of Basic Education, 
as a part of their training programme 
for functional leaders in the field of Basic 
Education, organised a 4-week workshop- 
cum-refresher course at New Delhi recently 
for the benefit of the Principals of Teacher- 
Training Institutions and teachers of Post- 
Graduate Basic Training Colleges from 
various States. The subject for study was 
the technique of correlation in Basic Educa- 
tion. Sri. Sriman Narayan, member of the 
Planning Section, inaugurating the Seminar, 
emphasised that the technique of correlation 
was the heart and soul of Basic Education. 
It was clear that this system was materially 
and intellectually superior to the other 
systems of education. While the emphasis 
was on craft, the development of the mind 
was the primary concern. Basic Education 
was for the rural as well as the urban 
areas for the rich as well as the poor. 
Sri. K. G. Saiyidain, Secretary of the Union 
Ministry of Education, who presided over 
the inaugural function, stressed on the role 
of research in the field of Basic Education 
and, particularly, in the field of correlated 
teaching. ; à 


2. Education and the State 


IN the spirited address delivered by the 
Rev. Thomas Pothacamury, Archbishop 
of Bangalore, at the 41st Annual Session of 
the All-Kerala Catholic Congress Educational 
Conference last May, has clarified the res- 
ponsibility of the State in matters of educa- 
tion and the place of private enterprise 
therein. 

The State has its rights and functions 
for ensuring efficiency and sufficiency in all 
* institutions. It can enact laws and regula- 

tions for the stable and orderly progress of 

education, prescribe minimum requirements 
in regard to school buildings, care of 
children, qualifications of teachers and 
. scales of salaries. But it may not and 
should not subject education to the chang- 
ing winds and doubtful themes and motiyes 
of local and party politics whatever govern- 
ment be in power. 
Article 30 (1) of the Indian Constitution 
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lays down that “all minorities, whether 

based on religion or language, shall have 

the right to establish and administer edu- 

cational institutions of their choice". It is 

claimed that the natural and obvious inter- 

pretation of this article is that the Catholics 

have full liberty to establish and maintain 

their schools in accordance with their laws. 

The term ‘administer’ means that religious 

minorities have a right’ to manage schools, 

choose teachers and enforce discipline. 

When the right to administer a school of its 

choice is given to a religious minority, the | 
teaching, training and atmosphere should be 

such as would conserve the’ religion and 
culture of the minority. This includes the 

manner in which the school has to be con- 
ducted, the maintenance of accounts and 
records, the appointment of teachers end 
payment of their salaries. Article 30 (2) 

reads “The State should not, in granting 
aid to educational institutions, discriminate 
against any educational institution on the 
ground that it is under the management of 
a minority, whether based on religion or 
language.” . This article, it is said, confers 
on the minorities the right to establish, 
maintain, and administer educational insti- 
tutions of their choice. Further, these can- 
not be discriminated on the ground that 
they are conducted by a minority based on 
language or religion. 

The disputed clauses of the Kerala Edu- 
calion Act are started to infringe on the 
rights conferred in the above article and 
hence not legal, being a violation of the 
fundamental rights guaranteed in the Con- 
stitution. 


Further the managements of private 
schools are compelled by the Act to appoint 
teachers from a panel prepared by the 
Public Service Commission on a district-war 
basis. It is said that "to be stripped of the 
freedom of appointment as teachers those 
in whom the managements have confidence 
for the end in view, provided of course they 
have the necessary academic qualifications 
prescribed by the State or the University, 
is in essence to be deprived of the right to 
run these institutions”. 

According to Government figures, the 
number of Private Schools in Kerala is 
10,711 of which 7,040 are conducted by

private agencies; Of the latter, Catholic

3. Social Education in Mysore 


TEE Government of Mysore has passed 
orders for' reorganising the set-up 
of social education in the State. 

The work of social education, now carried 
on by the State Adult Education Council 
and by the Social Education Organisers in 
the Community Development and N.E.S. 
Blocks, will be brought under the control 
of the State Education Department. The 
work relating to literacy classes, libraries 
and other items of work, now being done 
by the Adult Education Council, will be 
taken over and brought under the purview 
of the, Education Department. 

In order to advise the Government on all 
problems regarding social education, a 
Council—the Mysore State Social Education 
Council—would be set up for the whole 
State, with the following objectives: to 
establish libraries, reading rooms, undertake 
research work on social education, to promote 
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adult literacy, to publish periodicals, books, 
news-sheets, etc, to organise educational 
centres, to encourage and promote folklore, 
popular arts and dramas, to establish and 
conduct people's colleges, to hold meetings, 
seminars. and conferences, to raise and 
accept endowments for the furtherance, of 
social education, including adult education, 
and to propagate knowledge through audio- 
visual aids. 

This Council will consist of six members 
with the State Minister for Education as 
the Chairman and there will be a non- 
official Vice-Chairman. There will.be one 
representative from each of the two univer- 
sities in the State. There will not be any 
separate regional, district or taluk advisory 
councils, but in all matters relating to social 
education, the District Development Coun- 
cils and tha Taluk Development Councils 
may be required to assist and advise the 
State Council, The Social Education 
Organisers in the C.D, and N.E.S. Blocks 
will be made part of the Education Depart- ' 
ment and brought under the general control 
of the Director of Public Instruction, who 
wil be the ex-officio-Director of Social 
Education in Mysore State. 


OPINION AND KNOWLEDGE 


BOVE all teach them to differentiate 

between opinion and knowledge. Opinion, 
if well-informed, is interesting (if it is not 
well-informed, it is merely a waste of 
breath) ; but it is still to be regarded as 
something different from knowledge. Train 
them to despise the man who seeks to conceal 
his lack of knowledge or reasonable argu- 
ments behind such cliches as "Everybody 
knows. ...," “It cannot be doubted that. . 
"History proves that....," and (ripest ಸ್ಟೇ 
all) “Every right-thinking person will 
agree..... " There are some people who 
seem to regard an opinion as merely a 
different kind of fact, so that if they meet 
information which fails to accord with their 
opinion, then it seems just as reasonable 


to.ignore the information as to jettison the 
opinion. 

Aim, therefore, at training your pupils to: 
be wary of opinion that parades itself as 
fact. Tell them that it is your job to verify 
your information before giving a lesson, but 
that, like other mortals, you are liable io 
error, and that you will regard the child 
who draws your attention to any mistakes 
or apparent inconsistencies, either in your 
lesson or in a book, as intelligent, not 
“cheeky”. Do your best to live up to this 
in actual practice. If we can train -our 
pupils to question the authority of the 
written and spoken word we shall have 
rendered a great service to them and to 
democracy.—J. E. Brown.
